She stayed at 
Blair House an hour. From 5 to 
5:30 p.m., she had tea with the 
President, Mrs. Truman, their 
daughter Margaret, and Mrs. Mar- 
shall. Margaret poured. Then 
from 5:30 to 6 o’clock, Mme. 
Chiang and Truman conferred. 

If advance information was cor- 
rect, it was a three-billion-dollar 
teacup conversation. That is the 
amount which Chinese authorities 
have said Mme. Chiang is seeking 
in American aid over the next 
three years. 

She was also reported to be 
asking for an American declara- 
tion of support for Generalissimo 
Chiang, a speedup in arms ship- 
ments, and‘the assignment of a 
major United States military mis- 
sion to run the war against the 
Communists. 

Mme. Chiang left the Blair 
House with Mrs. Marshall for the 
Secretary’s home in Leesburg, Va., 
where she has been staying since 
her arrival. 

Ayers said in response to a 
question he did not know whether 
Truman would see Mme.

The Mayor received a letter 
from the President, who said: “I’m 
interested in the develop- 
ment of the St. Louis waterfront 
and will be hapr’ to talk to you 


very 


about it at any time.” 
Others to Make Trip. 
Mayor Kaufmann = said 


a former Mayor, will make the 
trip to Washington with him. 
They are honorary co-chairmen of 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial Association, which has 
been active in the advocacy of the 
project. Clifford W. Gaylord, pres- 
ident of the association, and 
Luther Ely Smith, who retired re- 
cently as president of the group, 
will also make the trip. 

The President’s letter was in re- 
ply to one sent by the Mayor last 
Saturday. The Mayor asked that 
the President consider including 
in his budget message an item 
which would permit a start to the 
development of the riverfront 
park. 

The Mayor stated he would ask 
the association to hold a meeting 
Monday or Tuesday to evolve an 
over-all program for the develop- 
ment of the riverfront memorial 
park area and for making a spe- 
cific request for funds for such 
phases of the development as 
mivht be begun at this time. 

He said he had asked_ President 
Milton M. Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service to compile all avail- 
able figures on the estimates of 
costs for final development, all 
available plans and specifications 
for various phases of development, 
and estimates of costs for partial 
development or landscaping of the 
area, 

Hope for Meeting Wednesday. 

After the local association has 
been presented with this data and 
has made a specific request for 
federal assistance on immediate 
development of some part of the 
entire project, the trip to Wash- 
ington will be made. The Mayor 
said he hoped that the group 
could meet with President Tru- 
man by Wednesday of next week. 

In his letter to the President, 
the Mayor pointed out that the 
riverfront memorial project was 
started before the outbreak of the 
war and that nothing has been 
done to develop the area since the 
buildings on it were razed. The 
original development program con- 
templated an expenditure of $30,- 
000,000. The city voted $7,500,000 
in bonds for its share and the 
Federal Government was commit- 
ted to spend $22,500,000. 

About $9,000,000 has been spent 
so far, all for acquiring the site 
and razing the buildings. The 
city spent $2,250,000 and the Fed- 
eral Government $6,750,000. 

Stating that the area in its 
present condition was an eyesore, 
the Mayor asked the President to 
consider an immediate approp**a- 
tion .for preparing the site for 
ultimate construction and _ for 
landscaping. Such work would 
permit construction of buildings 
on the site to be undertaken im- 
mediately when economic condi- 
tions and construction costs were 
more favorable to construction, 
the Mayor said.

When the 
women called ‘at the airline ticket 
office at 1201 Locust street, their 
dreams of free trips were shat- 
tered by John B. Hughes, trans- 
portation agent. 

Mrs. Levitt was told she won a 
trip to Honolulu by having the 
right telephone number combina- 
tion, and Mrs. Kuhs answered the 
question, “Who was the first wom- 
an aviator?” by answering “Amelia 
Earhart,” and was told she had 
won a trip to Hollywood on the 
“Barrel of Gold” program. 

“I don’t enter those contests,” 
Mrs. Levitt said. “I don’t like that 
nonsense.” Mrs. Kuhs said, “It’s 
a crime. Something should be 
done to remove that joker’s tele- 
phone.” Hughes, somewhat be- 
wildered, said, “I hope the joker 
lays off. We called Hollywood 
and Honolulu to make sure it was 
a hoax.”

‘Jo Ann McCall, 7 months old, 
died of burns today aithough her 
father suffered a fractured leg 
yesterday in a desperate effort to 
save her during a fire in their 
home at 1201 Olive street, Collins- 
ville. 


The child’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ira McCall, were in the base- 
ment of their frame home when 
a fire began in the upstairs bed- 
room, where the baby was asleep. 
McCall rushed to the room and, 
despite smoke and flames, grabbed 
his daughter. 

Finding the upstairs exits cut 
off, he started down the base- 
ment stairs but stumbled and fell, 
breaking his leg. Despite the in- 
jury, he crawled to a door with 
the baby. 

The baby died at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, East St. Louis, where Mc- 
Call is under treatment for the 
leg injury and burns of the hands 
and arms. 

The one-story house, which Mc- 
Call was building and had almost 
completed, was destroyed, with 
the loss estimated at $3000 by 
Collinsville firemen. The fire was 
attributed to an overheated oil 
stove.

TOUHY’S BID FOR FREEDOM 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11 (UP)—Gang- 
ster Roger (The Terrible) Touhy’s 
bid for freedom was strengthened 
today with the disclosure that the 
principal witness in his trial 15

| victed on false testimony by Isaac 
|Costner, who now is serving a 
'mail robbery sentence in Leaven- 
-worth Federal Prison. 

Assistant State’s Attorney James 
Cunningham, who took a deposi- 
tion from Costner, disclosed today 
that Costner said he agreed to 
testify against Touhy at Factor’s 
request on the promise Factor 
would help Costner in the mail 
‘robbery trial.

143 OF 4397 SPECIMENS 
POSITIVE IN DIABETES TEST 


A total of 143 of the 4397 urine 
specimens tested last night in the 
current campaign: to find persons 
who have diabetes without know- 
ing it were found to contain sugar, 
it was announced today. This is 
about 3.3 per cent. 

In the five days of the cam- 
paign thus far, 450 positive find- 
ings have been made in 11,126 
specimens checked, This amounts 
to about 4 per cent. A spokesman 
for the St. Louis Clinical Diabetes 
Society, which is conducting the 
campaign, said previous large- 
scale testing elsewhere has shown 
that about 2 per cent of the popu- 
lation have diabetes. 

Free blood sugar tests will be 
offered to all whose urine speci- 
mens have checked positive for 
sugar, he said, since a urine test 
is not a positive indication of the 
disease.

Mrs. Nevada Cortor was shot

Cortor said he and his wife had 
been drinking together last night, 
that both of them were drunk, and 
that when they returned to their 
home early today, they began 
arguing and fighting. Deputies 
who visited the home said broken 
dishes were scattered around the 
house, a telephone had been torn 
from its connection and some 
pieces of furniture were over- 
turned. 

“We've been fighting now for 
two years, and I was sick and 
tired of it,” Cortor told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “So, after we'd 
been fighting and arguing all 
night, I went upstairs to the bed- 
room and picked up the rifle. It 
was under the bed. 

“I came downstairs and fired at 
her twice and then placed the 
rifle in my mouth and pulled the 
trigger, but 
The shooting occurred about 7:30 
a.m. in the living room of the 
Cortor home. 

Cortor later told Deputy Sheriff 
Louis Brown that his wife had 
not thrown any of the dishes 
found on the floor of the house, 
nor had she struck him. He ex- 
plained the disconnected telephone 
by saying “we both ripped it” 
away from its connection.

TREES ON SALE BY 
ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT 


Keeps Price Down So More 
Children Can Have Them, 
He Says. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (UP)—El- 
liott Roosevelt went into the Christ- 
Mas tree business in New York 
City and five upstate communities 
today to “bring the market into 
line” so more children can have 
Christmas trees. 

Truckloads of trees left the farm 
at Hyde Park which he operates 


with his mother, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, late yesterday for New 
York, Buffalo, North Tonawanda, 
Syracuse Herkimer and Pough- 
keepsie. 

Roosevelt said he would sell 
trees up to seven feet tall for $1.75 
each and up to nine feet for $1.95. 

Roosevelt estimated that he 
would sell between 50,000 and 60,- 
000 trees in New York City at 
one-fourth to one-sixth below the 
usual price. 

Roosevelt offered to sell trees at 
$1 each wholesale to labor unions 
agreeing to retail them at a profit 
not exceeding 50 cents each. 

The CIO United Electrical Work- 
ers union said it would buy some 
of the trees and sell them at $1.50 
each in North Tonawanda and 
Buffalo, turning the profits over 
to its welfare funds of participat- 
ing locals. 

“Who gets all the pleasure out 
of a Christmas tree?” Roosevelt 
asked. “The children, of course.” 

Last year he sold 30,000 trees 
from Hyde Park, where the late 
President used to sell about 2000 
a year.

Anderson said: “We're satisfied 
with the arrangement.” 

Earlier Stand Had Diffe ed. 

Earlier, however, after point- 
ing out that gambling had flour- 
ished during most of Zerweck’s 
four terms of office, the Rev. Mr. 
Anderson had said: “We have felt 
that Mr. Carter’s retention of Zer- 
weck on the county payroll is an 
unwise move.

The Danger in Paul Powell 


By the seniority rule, Illinois State Represen- 
post of Speaker in the first half of the Steven- 
Mr. Powell has come mighty close to: disqualify- 

Mr. Powell has acquired his seniority by win- 


‘ning his seat from Southern Illinois in 1934, 


when he was only 32 years old, and returning to 
it without break every election since. After 
serving as Democratic whip in the 1945 session, 
he became minority leader in the 1947 session. 
He has a further claim in that he was a down- 


state campaign manager for the successful 


Democratic state ticket this year. 

Representative Powell’s disqualifications are 
hardly less impressive. He has managed to serve 
14 years at Springfield without identifying him- 
self in the public mind with progressive or for- 
ward-looking causes or measures. He is essen- 
tially a patronage politician. He sees state gov- 
ernment almost entirely in terms of making the 
precinct committeeman happy. 

When the Democrats held their recent victory 
dinner at Springfield, it was the legislator from 
Vienna, in Johnson county, who stood up and 
said: “The Democrats of Illinois smell the meat 
a-cookin’.” : 

Reporting the event, Milburn P. Akers wrote 
in the Chicago Sun-Times that Representative 
Powell “then went on to assert, that come the 
new administration, he expected the meat to be 
sliced in generous portions and passed to de- 
serving Democrats.”

If this is going to be the level of Mr. Powell's 
sights, he has no business being Speaker. If 
this is his level and he does become Speaker, he 
can ruin the legislative program of the Steven- 
son Administration and ruin it before it gets a 
good start. Under procedure in the Illinois 
House, the Speaker has a lot to say about which 
bills are handled and how and when. He can 
help pass legislation—and he can do a lot 
toward killing it. 

If Mr. Powell thinks that the Stevenson: vic- 
tory was a partisan Democratic victory, he has 
completely misread the returns. The reason the 
Democratic Governor-elect won by the largest 
plurality in Illinois history, 572,000, is that 
many thousands of Republicans voted for him. 
They voted for Stevenson because they were 
sick and tired of the partisanship, the patronage 
and the corruption under Gov. Green. 

High on the mandate in Illinois is an order 
from the voters to take a lot of public services 
completely out of politics. Mr. Stevenson prop- 
erly made a campaign issue of the Green Ad- 
ministration’s prostitution of the mine inspec- 
tion service. His incoming administration is 
pledged to free the Department of Mines from 
political control. 

The State Highway Police also should be put 
under the merit system. Obviously, there is no 
Democratic way of enforcing the highway laws 
as opposed to a Republican way. [Illinois has 
lagged far behind many other states in that it 
has permitted its state patrol to be demoralized 
after each turnover in state administrations. 
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Southern Illinois University -at Carbondale 
and the teachers’ colleges at Normal, DeKalb, 
Macomb and Charleston all should be taken out 
of politics. There is not the slightest reason 
why the Director of the Department of Educa- 
tion and Registration should be naming main- 
tenance staffs at these educational institutions 
ona political basis. The same reform is needed 
in state institutions generally. 

If the Stevenson Administration is going to 
fulfill its promise, Illinois will require a 
Speaker in 1949 who understands what the peo- 
ple voted for on Nov. 2. More than that, he will 
have to be a Speaker who will roll up his 
sleeves and work hard to bring that vision of the 
voters to reality. 

The Democrats in the House should look over 
their membership and see whether they may not 
do better than take a leader who seems only to 
“smell the meat a-cookin’.” The least they 
should do is find out precisely where he stands 
on fundamental issues. No. 1 on this list is 
lifting thousands of state employes out of the 
mire of patronage politics. 

The possibility of a Speaker of the John Stelle 
school of pie counter politics should be a warn- 
ing to everyone in Illinois who wishes to see 
the November victory made good in legislative 
practice. 
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Private Peavey’s Treaty 

The story of Private Peavey and his treaty 
with the Russians, as related by an American 
official, is a preposterous footnote to current— 
and frequently preposterous—history. 

When the United States liberated and occu- 
pied South Korea, it took over the Oriental 
Development Co. which the Japanese had oper- 
ated there, and turned it from a bad corpora- 
tion to a good corporation by putting it under 
the direction of worthy Americans. One of 
the worthy Americans was Private First Class 
Peavey. 

Private Peavey’s part of the Oriental Develop- 
ment Co. domain was a group of rice farms right 
on the boundary line between the American occu- 
pation zone in the south and the Russian occu- 
pation zone in the north. These farms depend- 
ed for their water upon water supplies just 
over the line in the. Russian zone. The Rus- 
sians, with their usual friendly co-operativeness, 
blocked off the flow of the water from the rice 
farms in the American zone and diverted it so 
that instead it wasted into the sea. 

As the rainy season neared its end, the rice 
farmers under Private Peavey’s care became 
desperate. Their crops were dying in the fields 
for lack of water. Private Peavey’s bleat for 
help was heard at American occupation head- 
quarters in Seoul. : 

The occupation authorities asked the Russians 
for a conference on the subject, and they agreed 
to confer. The first several weeks were taken 
up, however, with inability to agree on an 
agenda. Finally the Americans cut this Gordian 
knot with a brilliant stroke. They persuaded the 


Russians to proceed as if there had been an 


agenda. Then further weeks were consumed in 
endless discussion of the water supply, and one 
day Private Peavey showed up in Seoul. |

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Path to Public Confidence 
Dean McCarthy of the Notre Dame College of 
Commerce says business men have failed to: tell 
their story to the public. Consequently, he says, 
the public suffers from “economic illiteracy,” the 


symptoms of which are suspicion and distrust of 


private enterprise. 

We beg to differ on all counts. To begin wit 
we think the public is economically very literate 
indeed. Furthermore, it is obvious that private 
enterprise not only is telling its story to the pub- 
lic, it is telling it every minute of the day and 
could not stop telling it if it wanted to. It tells 
its story every time a member of the public finds 
that private’ enterprise is, or is not, supplying 
him with what he needs, at a price he can pay, 

When a customer is required to pay a business 
man a bribe in order to be allowed to rent an 
apartment or buy a house or an automobile, or 
when a housewife has to pay a dollar a pound 
for beef, or when consumers can’t buy neces- 
sities because the steel trust won’t produce 
enough steel for it—private enterprise is telling. 
its story, willy-nilly. : 

It is telling its story to a public that is eco- 
nomically literate enough to know that these 
things are not right—that they are grounds for 
suspicion and distrust. 

We think Dean McCarthy, and others who 
periodically give business men the same counsel, 
are performing a disservice for private enter- 
prise. They are saying that business men don’t 
need to do anything about what is wrong with 
their system. All they need to do is to tell the 
public that everything is all right, and every- 
thing will be all right. : 

These counselors encourage business men to 
believe that the way to cure their ailments is to 
suppress the symptoms. They are encouraging 
business men to ignore the need for curing the 
ailments themselves. 

The.way to restore public confidence and re- 
spect is for business men to correct burdensome 
practices. The economically literate public will 
be certain to applaud. P 
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The Thank-You Train 


In a’ manner of speaking, the Friendship 
Train is coming home again. The French are 
sending a train to the United States, bearing 
gifts meant as thank-offerings for the help 
brought to them by the Friendship Train.

These will be laden with fine French 
vases, historic flags, clumps of soil.from World 
War II battlefields and similar sentimental gifts 
meant to show French appreciation of our aid.

It brings two nations about as close as they 
can come to that pleasure which suffuses two 
old friends exchanging gifts. 
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All Mines Should Be Safe 


Without ever once mentioning the bill to put 
teeth into the federal mine safety code, the 
Scranton (Pa.) Times has, in a news dispatch, 
printed a strong argument for making coal mine 
operators live up to regulations to protect the 
lives of miners. 

This dispatch is a review of coal mine fatali- 
ties in the anthracite industry—a toll that 
reaches 32,000 lives in the 100 years of that 
industry in Pennsylvania. Official records at 
Harrisburg show that since the state began 
keeping track of mine accidents in 1870, more 
than 30,000 miners have been killed or fatally 
injured. An estimate of 2000 deaths between 
1840 and 1870 is a conservative one. 

The worst single disaster in an anthracite 
mine was that at the Avondale Colliery, near 
Plymouth, Pa., in 1869, when 110 miners lost 
their lives. In the words of Thomas F. Murphy 
of the Scranton Times, these men, working in a 
mine with only one opening, were “caught like 
rats.” 

It is only fair to say that working conditions 
are nowhere near as hazardous when the 1945 
total of deaths is 145 as against 708 in 1907. 
Yet the conclusion is also inevitable that mines 
are not nearly safe enough if a miner loses 
his life every time 132,000 tons of coal are taken 
out of the ground. 

The fact is that there is a long way to go to 
safety in-the anthracite industry just as there 
is in the bituminous industry. After all, the 
Centralia disaster in 1947 took one more life 
than that at Avondale in 1869. Miners in both 
coal fields should demand enactment of strong 
federal safety legislation by the new Congress.

Radio-active materials fail to boost plant growth in preliminary 
tests; anticipating jeers, Louisville paper remarks that the quest 
for knowledge is never stopped by failures; points out that atomic 
“tracers” are steadily divulging medical and biological secrets.

Every advancement of man is attended 
at birth by more than its share of doubt- 
ing Thomases. There were those who 
jeered from the docks when Columbus set 
sail to prove the world round, just as their 
spiritual descendants generations later took 
a dim view of the first steamboat and the 
first locomotive, 


None of these were more backward, in 
their time, than the wiseacres who not so 
many years ago stood on American street 
corners yelling to 
daring young driv- 
ers of the new horse- 
less carriages: “Get 
a horse!” And may- 
be you remember 
hearing som ebody 
say that television 
would never be more 
than a laboratory ex- 
periment. 


What brings all 
this to mind is a re- 
port of the United 
States Department of 
Agriculture citing 
failure of preliminary 
tests with radio-ac- Dr. Aebersold 
tive materials as crop boosters. No doubt 
the budding Atomic Age has its full quota 
of skeptics—not as to the atom’s well- 
proved power as a devastator, but as re- 
gards its potential uses as a benefactor of 
man. We can hear the doubters now as 
they read of thé crop experiment: “Hmpff!” 


Atomic scientists, however, wil] not be 
deterred by this one failure. Crop stimula- 
tion was but a twig on the growing tree of 
myriad possible uses envisioned for nuclear 
energy and its by-product, radio-activity. 
The tree still stands. Where one experiment 
has failed, dozens more important are prov- 
ing, or have proved, successful. 


The Department of Agriculture’s experi- 
ence by no means writes off radio-activity’s 
usefulness to agriculture—not to mention 
its more far-reaching uses in the fields of 
medicine and industry. As the department 
itself emphasizes, the tests which failed 
are not to be confused with the use of ra- 
dio-isotopes, an Oak Ridge product, in the 
study of soils, fertilizers and the nutrition 
of plants. “As a research tool, radio-active 
isotopes are proving valuable,” the depart- 
ment states, though there is “no evidence 
that radio-active materials stimulate plant 
growth.” 

Similarly, in the field of cancer study, 
radio-activity’s value as a research tool is 
definitely established, though its usefulness 
as a cure is not. To quote Dr. Paul C. 
Aebersold, chief of the isotopes division at 
Oak Ridge: 

“Atomic energy radiations and radio-iso- 
topes may be employed without outstand- 
ing new successes in treating cancer, or 
they may not. Eventual success in treat- 
ment cannot yet be predicted. Most medi- 
cal men consider it doubtful, however, that 
the ultimate solution to the control of 
cancer in the use of radiations. It can 
be stated for certain, on the other hand, 
that the radio-active atoms, produced in 
great quantity as by-products of atomic 
energy, will be used invaluably as ‘tracer’ 
atoms to learn more about cancer, nature 
and its causes.” . 

It is highly probable, Dr. Aebersold be- 
lieves, that from the knowledge thus gained 
will come new and effective methods for 
the treatment of cancer, whether or not ra- 
dio-activity proves a curative agent. Thus 
it is of incalculable value as a key to 
hidden knowledge. : 

As such, its worth to mankind now and 
in the years ahead is not to be discounted 
on the basis of negative results now and 
then during the experimental stages.

The best analysis yet offered of the cur- 
rent Chinese crisis has come from a 
Chinese soldier, Gen. Fu Tso-yi, head of the 
North China command, who admits that 
Nationalist corruption is the basic cause of 
the failure of Chiang’s Government to fight 
off Communist incursions. 


In a speech delivered in Peiping on Nov. 
12, the anniversary of Dr, Sun Yat-sen’s 
birthday, Gen. Fu said (as quoted by the 
official Chinese news service): 

“, .. A careful analysis shows that our 
military reverses in the northeast were due 
to our own shortcomings. They should be 
regarded as the collapse of our own mak- 
ing and certainly not because of enemy 
strength. 

“It is a fact that since the beginning of 
the Communist rebellion we have suffered 
military setbacks and political failures, but 
these were all the result of our own deteri- 
oration and incompetence, which enabled 
the Communists to make some temporary 
gains. Corruption and decadence inevitably

spell failure, even without Communist 
attacks.” 

Gen. Fu has put the Chinese situation in 
a nutshell, 

Here is adequate reply to the Americans 
who have cried for “all-out aid” to. Chiang, 
but who have never told us how we can 
give aid that will not be swallowed up in 
corruption and decadence, | 

Gen. Fu has called upon the Nationalists 
to purge themselves, to fight more strongly 
than before, and to bring those ideals into 
practice. If this can be done, there may be 
some hope for China. If not, and the past 
three years have seen little progress, it 
seems unlikely that the world can expect 
anything but progressive deterioration and 
final collapse of Chiang’s Government. 

To Americans, Gen. Fu has.admitted that 
no amount of United States aid alone would 


change the situation. Perhaps unwittingly . 


he has put it up to Chiang Kai-shek him- 
self. He has admitted that if the National- 
ists do not have a thorough house-cleaning, 
there is no hope.

BIRTHDAY PARTY AND OTHER STORIES, by A. A. 
Milne. (Dutton, 256 Pages, $3.00.)

Somehow A. A. Milme and I have never 
met before; in my younger days “Winnie- 
the-Pooh” was only an interesting title; in 
the drama classes “The Dover Road” didn’t 
seem appealing enough to draw down from 
the shelf; all through these many years 
Milne has been only a name. Now in his 
first collection of short stories he gains an-- 
other admirer for a magnificently winning 
personality. The 15 stories, varied as they 
are in subject matter, are all stamped with 
one quality: entertaining readability. And 
in the few hours of pleasure which perusal 
of this book gave me I was struck again 
and again with the notion that this power, 
this giving off of laugh-producing elements 
has in our day almost disappeared if we 
except the slapstick and the silly. 

There doesn’t seem to be anything that 
Milne can’t turn his hand to. He can be 
sentimental with just the right amount 
of lightness, as in the lead story which 
gives the book its title. While you’re chuck- 
ling you allow yourself the observation 
that the author is a good fellow. He can 
strike at the deeper chords of the heart 
as in his Tristram, yet his probe is held 
so gently that even the sad reflection he 
rouses has no pain in it. Or in a mo- 
ment he can entangle you in a detective 
story that doesn’t release you untjl the 
final period. Or for spoofing the red-tape 
of a war-time bureaucracy there’s ~othing 
to compare with his little story ot Min-- 
istry of Transport official who had himself 
shipped as freight to find out what hap- 
pens to packages that never arrive at their 
destination. And for the story to end all 
controversy on the Shakespeare-Bacon’ 
question I refer you to his The Shakespear- 
ean Theory. 

He’s refreshing, polished, never dull. It’s 
been absolute fun to meet up with A. A, 
Milne at last. 


Charm of New England 


OPEN HOUSE IN NEW ENGLAND, by Samuel Cham- 
beriain. (Hastings House, New York, 252 Pages, $5.) 
FAIR HARVARD, by Samuel Chamberlain, text by 
Donald Moffat. (Hastings House, New York, 104 
Pages, $4.00.) 
ABOUT BOSTON, by David McCord. (Doubleday & 

Co., Inc., New York, 192 Pages, $2.50.) 

These three books are evidence that the 
beauties and charm of New England are 
so great that one medium is not enough 
to describe them. In the two first, the 
famous photographer, Samuel Chamberlain, 
uses a generous text to supplement his al- 
ways superior pictures. In the third, Da- 
vid McCord decorates his short essays 
about Boston with pen and ink sketches 
of scenes put in his notebook on walks 
about the old houses, parks, wharves and 
historic places. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s “open house,” with its 
280 photographs of interiors and exteriors, 
is the largest collection of New England 
domestic architecture yet published. While 
most of the houses are in Massachusetts, 
there are dozens scattered from Green- 
wich, Conn., to Machias, Me. Salem still 
stands out, but its fine old houses have 
many close rivals. The book of Harvard 
views, with its crimson jacket, will delight 
all who have lived in “the Yard.” whether 
or not they know it was once a pigpen long 
before it was the scene of the tercente- 
nary. 

The McCord essays are mostly about 
things to be seen in and around Boston. 
However, he tells enough history and re- 
counts enough personalities to make it 
much more than a handy guide.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
President Truman is studying the 
tentative draft of a 20-point emer-. 
gency war powers act which would 
provide for an excess profits tax, 
plant seizure powers and price and 
wage stabilization in event of an- 
other war. 


The plan, drafted by the staff 
of the National Security Resources 
Board, -would also include powers 
to apply manpower controls, pri- 
orities and allocations, and cen- 
sorship. 

Officials emphasized, however, 
that the plan still has to be cleared 
by both the board and the 
President before being submitted 
to Congress. 

Besides Truman, several Cab- 
inet officers attended a conference 
late yesterday at which the board 
staff’s proposals on “emergency 
legislation planning” were dis- 
cussed. 

Also present were John R. Steel- 
man, who had been named by 
Truman earlier in the day as the 
new acting chairman’of the board, 
and Arthur M. Hill, the retiring 
chairman. 

Kenneth D. Johnson, who out- 
lined the proposals to Truman, 
told reporters later he personally 
favors having Congress enact such 
legislation ahead of any possible 
emergency so that it could be put 
into effect promptly if needed. 

Hill told reporters that Truman 
seemed “highly pleased” by the 
staff’s work. 

The President’s appointment of 
Steelman to head the Resources 
Board becomes effective Dec. 15.

Pacific Crash Survivors Praise 
‘Beautiful’ Ditching by Pilot 


HONOLULU, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Twenty-two surburned, sea-worn 
airmen, survivors of the C-54 
ditching in the Pacific southwest 
of Johnston island Sunday, arrived 
at Hickam Field late yesterday. 
Five more of the 33 survivors are 
en route as litter patients. Four 
of the 37 aboard were lost. 

The men, wearing borrowed 
clothing, were hustled to Tripler 
General Hospital for physical 
check-ups. 

“That colonel made one of the 
best ditching landings ever—beau- 
tiful,” said Sgt. Joseph L. Smith 
of Logan, O. He referred to the 
pilot, Lt. Col. William R. Calhoun 
of Birmingham, Ala. 

About five minutes before the 
plane was ditched the passengers 
were told there was trouble ahead. 

“We jettisoned all] loose equip- 
ment,” Smith related. “The lights 
went out, the tail and rudder broke 
off and the left wing snapped 
when we hit.

OVER PALESTINE 


Egyptian King Tells Arab 
Diplomats of Objec- 
tions to Plan to Ex- 
tend Trans-Jordan. 


CAIRO, Dec. 11 (UP) — King/ 


Farouk of Egypt today rejected 
the idea of annexing Palestine to 
Trans-Jordan, placing it under the 
crown of King Abdullah. 

Farouk summoned the diplo- 
matic representatives of all other 
Arab states except Trans-Jordan 
and notified them that he would 
not accept any such unification. 

The merger of the two countries 
under Abdullah was voted recently 
at a congress of Palestine Arabs in 
Jericho. Farouk said the action 
there “does not constitute a de- 
cision by the people of Palestine.” 

He asked the diplomats to con- 
vey his attitude to the heads of 
their respective states. 

The Government, he 
gaid, will continue to adhere to 
the principles agreed on by the 
chiefs of Arab states before Arab 
armies entered Palestine. Those 
principles, he said, “bore a hu- 
manitarian significance trans- 
cending any ambition for expan- 
gion.” 

Abdul Rahman Azzam Pasha, 
secretary general of the Arab 
League, said the Jericho congress 
sons having no competence to 
speak on behalf of Palestine.” | 

He said he did not believe Ab- 
Gullah would regard the congress 
as any basis for “serious action.” 

There have been reports that 
Abdullah will be proclaimed King 
of Palestine Monday and a new 
Government for an _ enlarged 
Trans-Jordan formed with 4a 
Trans-Jordan Premier, eight Pal- 
estinian ministers and Six Trans- 
Jordanian ministers.

Duck Report 


Gun, Ax and Plow, 
Foes of Wildfowl 


By Leonard Hall 


AST week another season on wild waterfowl 

L came to an end. According to the Federal 

Duck Stamps sold, never in history have so 

many hunters been abroad on marsh and river 

—never has “gun 

pressure” been so 

heavy. Compared 

with other years 

during the past 

decade, the flights 

were of.fair size 

and many sports- 

men had good shoot- 

ing, especially those 

whose good fortune 

it was to hunt at 

concentration 

points along the fly- 

ways. But many 

others undoubtedly

RI ye Bie and the question 

will continue to be 

asked: “What has happened to our waterfowl?” 

Each season we get various—and varying— 

answers to this question from the United States 

Fish and Wilulife Service, from our own Con- 

servation Commission, and from such organiZa- 

tions as Ducks Unlimited. But somehow or other, 

not many ducks and geese come with these 
answers. 

I’ve had occasion, during recent weeks, to do 
soMe research on present and past waterfowl 
populations along the Mississippi flyway. With 
maps of the continent and our own state of 
Missouri spread before me, I’ve dug back into 
old sporting books written by leading wildfowlers 
during the years between the Civil War and the 
close of the last century. I’ve recalled the talk 
of old market hunters and of men who did their 
shooting in the early years of this century. I‘ve 
dug into the “Waterfowl Proceedings” of the 
North American Wildlife Conferences since their 
beginning, where sportsmen and scientists have 
brought forth what ranged from mere opinion 
to carefully documented scientific research.

THE FISH AND WILDLIFE Service tells us— 
and there is little reason to question these fig- 
ures, for the maps prove their point—that close 
to 50 per cent of the wild waterfowl hatched on 
the North American continent come down the 
Mississippi flyway. By and large, when autumn 
touches the broad sub-Arctic region and the 
Canadian prairies and the lake country east of 
Hudsons Bay, it is the vast watershed of the 
Missouri and Mississippi river systems which 
draws the birds like a magnet to the Southland. 
Across the Great Lakes they come, and down the 
Illinois, Wabash and Ghio. The myriad lakes 
of Minnesota and Wisconsin and a dozen minor 
rivers feed them into the upper Mississippi. 
Westward the Missouri gathers them in. Grad- 
ually the birds are funneled to the main stream, 
with the majority of them having reached it 
before ‘the Mississippi passes the southern boun- 
dary of our state. 


* * * 


WHY, THEN, DOES the Missouri shooting 
season seem to shrink, year after year. Why 
don’t we see waterfowl as in the days of which 
the ornithologist Forbush wrote: 

“Then, as now, the Mississippi valley was a 
highway of bird migration and there at times 
in autumn, when icy north winds blew, the 
sunset sky was overcast by clouds of water- 
fowl moving in dim strata near and far, in 
varying lines, crossing, converging, ascend- 
ing, descending, but all trending southward 
toward waters untouched by frost. Their 
rushing wings and musical cries filled the 
air with sound, blending in rough harmony. 
Above them all in the setting sun great 
flocks of cranes passed along the sky, and 
higher still in the glowing firmanent rode the 
long ‘baseless triangles’ of the Trumpeter 
Swans, sweeping the upper air in exalted 
flight, spanning the continent with the speed 
of wind, their forms glistening like silver in 
the sunset glow.” 

As I read the old literature, I find there were 
few who pondered the wonder and mystery of 
migration—who showed concern that any species 
might some day be reduced. Even in the 1900s 
I read of kills by sportsmen of More than 100 
ducks per day; of market gunners shooting at 
ice holes and taking 300 birds in a morning. In 
those days, Canada geese and many ducks nested 
as far south as the mouth of the Illinois river 
just above St. Louis; while great flights of geese 
wintered on the Mississippi from St. Louis to 
Baton Rouge. Every experienced wildfowler 
knows that the best shooting is always to be 
had at “concentration points” such as we once 
had in St. Charles and Lincoln counties and in 
the vast swamps of southeast Missouri. 


* 


CONSIDER WHAT HAS happened to the Mis- 
sissippi watershed during the past 50 years. First 
the land was settled and put to the plow—and 
the prairie nesting grounds were gone. Gone, 
too, were the sloughs and shallow lakes whefe 
birds fed and rested on the southern migration. 
Nesting grounds of one species after another 
were pushed northward—if, indeed, whole flights 
were not wiped out entirely. Year after year/the 
gauntlet of guns became more concentrated 
along the whole flyway; nor from the pressure 
which we see exerted season after season jon 
our regulatory authorities, can one honestly 
that the standards of sportsmanship have rifen 
markedly during the past 100 years. The effort 
in each state along the flyways is still to assure 
the greatest possible kill within its boundaries, 

Here in Missouri we're facing a tough future. 
The long series of dams which line the Missis- 
sippi from Alton to Keokuk, creating a series of 
what “Ding” Darling has well called “biological 
deserts,” has made marked changes in the flight 
patterns. Attempted channeling of the Mis- 
souri has wiped out slough and marsh so that 
the wildfowl no longer stop in numbers. Gone 
are the prairie lakes and streams with marshy 
borders where once the flights lingered; while 
mechanical corn pickers scattering grain in the 
fields stop many birds to the north of us. Down 
in southeast Missouri the lowlands are drained 
and planted to cotton, so that this area supports 
one duck or goose today where once there.were 
a thousand. 

* * x 


GUN AND AXE AND PLOW —these are the 
enemies of the wildfowl. Here in Missouri our 
“concentration points” are gone, never to re- 
turn. And even along the flyway, every condi- 
tion tends to hurry the birds southward. This 
far we have come; no true sportsman is willing 
to see the wildfowl disappear entirely—as the 
trumpeter swan has done. But the price we pay 
to preserve them will come partly in less and 
less gunning as the years go by.
